It b ids fair to 
nave a rennaissance with the pa­ 
tient ob servations and writings of 
two outstanding American schol­ 
ars, Dr. William F. Petersen, of 
the University of Illinois College 
of Medicine, and Dr. Clarence A. 
Mills, Professor of Experimental 
Medicine at the University of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
Of Interest in America 
North America should b e par­ 
ticularly interested in weather. 
Except for the great Asiatic land 
mass, America has more weather 
than any place else on earth. Not 
only is the annual variation in 
temperature over most of its sur­ 
face b etween 20 degrees b elow 
zero on some winter days to 110 or 
more degrees ab ove zero during 
some summer days, b ut the num­ 
b er of storms and storm tracks 
b rought ab out at the interfaces of 
polar air masses and tropical air 
masses make sudden change in 
temperature, humidity and b aro­ 
metric pressure frequent experi­ 
ences. 
Weather 
changes 
create 
so 
many effects on human b odily 
status that they are hard to clas­ 
sify. Hot weather reduces b lood 
pressure and cold spells raise it. 
Dr. Petersen, in a recent article, 
tells an interesting story of a 
young woman wuth a very change­ 
ab le or lab ile vasomotor system 
who regularly had fainting at­ 
tacks in the wake of cold storms. 
The fainting did not occur with 
the cold period, b ut afterwards 
when the warm or hot reaction 
came on; then her b lood pressure 
b ecame so low that any unusual 
exertion would b ring on a fainting 
spell. In an equab le climate she 
would have b ecome comfortab le, 


b ut even in her normal environ­ 
ment the administration of ephe- 
drine, which raised b lood pressure, 
controlled the attacks. 
The formula for the general 
b ody reaction to sudden cold is 
“A. R. S.” (anoxia, reduction, 
sugar increase). Cold closes the 
superficial b lood vessels, raising 
b lood pressure and it rearranges 
the endocrine secretions, causing 
a feeling of stimulation and ac­ 
tually affecting sugar metab o­ 
lism. 
Reaction to Heat 
The reaction to heat is "C.O V.” 
(catab olism, oxidation, vasodilata­ 
tion). The superficial b lood ves­ 
sels dilate, the b lood increases in 
acidity, the b asal metab olism is 
increased, the potassium-calcium 
ratio is diminished, dehydration 
occurs with a consequent feeling 
of let-downness and fatigue. 
These are the temporary reac­ 
tions to sharp changes. After a 
hot or cold spell is estab lished, the 
b ody adusts itself and discomfort 
disappears.

E. T.: Please let me know what 
causes one’s toenails to fall off. 
Answer: Prob ab ly ringworm in­ 
fection. 


J. P. G.:—Is there a cure or 
remedy that will relieve the spells 
of b ronchial asthma? Is there a 
difference b etween b ronchial asth­ 
ma and chronic b ronchitis? 
Answer: Bronchial asthma is 
usually due to sensitivity 
(al­ 
lergy) to plant pollens, sometimes 
to animals—especially rab b its and 
cats and horses—or to certain 
foods or house dust. If you can 
find out what you are sensitive to 
and eliminate it, your asthma will 
b e i m pr ove d . 
Sometimes the 
asthma is due to chronic infection 
from sinus disease. Chronic b ron­ 
chitis often produces wheezing like 
asthmatic wheezing, b ut the two 
conditions are not essentially alike.
